Inland beyond the bay, there is a huge shipyard area, apparently 
equipped for the construction and repair of naval vessels. [ 
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At approximately point (a) on the sketch (Attachment l) there is a wharf 

about 500 meters long, on which may be seen a large, high shed occupying 

almost the entire length of the wharf* This shed blocks most of the view

Point (d) on Attachment 1 indicates the approximate location of a 
floating dock, large enough to accommodate four vessels of the Yastreb type 
comfortably. V/hen observed, it contained tliree naval vessels, apparently 
of the Yastreb class; and there was enough space remaining for another.
